As I* v e reported, in searching for materials for the doctoral candidate I 
found all sorts of things where they should not have been, mostly not even 
identified. Among these is part of the planned appendix for Coup, 

I recall these clearly, as I do that Chapter, "The Dick kubbers#" There 
is relevance in the Walters matter in 78-0322/0420. Kemember the memo Shanklin 
wrote reporting that FBIHQ told him to avoid having something on file there and to 
send it to FBIHQ? That may or may not be related to the subject matter of the 
attached but it does indicate that the FBI recognized and acted on a need to hide 
something about the Walters matter, hi3 report of an FBI report of a threat against 
JFK at about the time of the. assassination, a little earlier# 

These Secret Service records relate to three such threats. It would have been 
quite exceptional if they had been ignore d entirely. 

So, as I believe I said in an affidavit relating to the Walters matter, what 
he said he saw (in Mark Lane's description a teletype and FBI search restricted to 
a teletype) exactly coincides with information the FBI had at about the time in 
question# 

And Dallas and certainly New Orleans ought have relevant records they have 
not disclosed# 

With regard to the only case the fcJXX Secret Service closed before the 
assassination, those right-wing students actually said that they would "rub his 
dick in the dirty" when JFK visited Dallas# It is my recollection that the Dallas 
police continued their coverage, which wa by informed. 

I've not reread these# 

Among the other misfiled things (or unfiled, just stuck in a drawer) that I 
found is a collection of disclosed CDs. I believe there is, among them, a larger 
file with this CD number. If we have to consult it.
